Our objection was to the sentence' in the report 
that said: 

Although youths under 18 account for only 12.3 
per cent of arrests for all age groups, they make 
up 47.2 per cent of the arrests for the Part I 
crimes of murder and non-negligent manslaughter, , 
negligent manslaughter, rape, robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary-breaking or entering, larceny- 
theft and auto theft.

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FBI’s D. Milton Ladd 
Killed in Florida Crash

D. Milton Ladd, the key 
man in most of thfe important 
cases of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation from 1941 and 
1954, was killed in an automo- 
bile accident near Sanford, 
Fla., yesterday. 

“Mickey” Ladd, who was 
known as a tight-lipped man 
shunning publicity during his 
career as the FBI’s top investi- 
gator, had stepped into the 
political klieg lights during his 
retirement by becoming the 
Republican candidate for Con- 
gress from Florida’s Fifth Dis- 
trict. He was to have opposed 
Rep. Syd Herlong (D-Fla.) of 
Leesburg in the November 
election. 

He was on his way to Day- 
tona Beach with his wife, 
Katherine, when his car was 
struck and knocked into the 
path of a following vehicle. 
Mrs. Ladd was injured and 
taken to Seminole Memorial 
Hospital in Sanford. | 

A heavy-set man who often 
worked a 12-hour day, Mr

from 1949 until his retirement 
in 1954. When he left the Bu- 
reau, Hoover stated: “I have 
relied heavily upon you over 
the years and I could not let 
this opportunity pass without 
again expressing my deep ap- 
preciation for your loyal ef- 
forts on behalf of the Bu- 
reau.”

He 
married her shortly after 
jleaving for his first FBI 
assignment in Butte, Mont.

agent in charge of FBI offices 
in New Orleans, Chicago, St. 
Louis, St. Paul and Washing- 
ton. In 1939 he became assist- 
ant director in charge of 
identification at the FBI 
laboratory and in 1941 was 
named to head the security 
division in charge of com- 
batting espionage, sabotage 
and subversive activities dur- 
ing World War II. 

He would not talk about his 
part in the Judy Coplon case, 
the roundup of German aliens 
during World War II, the cap- 
ture of German spies planted 
by submarine or later the 
Greenlease kidnaping. , 

“I don’t approve of people! 
who go out and write books,” 1 
he has said. “Our whole con-j 
cept of the detection and so- 
lution of crime is teamwork. 

I have been an ardent -expo-? 
nent of the word ‘we’ and have , 
passed it on to new men as; 
they are indoctrinated ” ! 

In 1941 he was promoted to j 
chief of the Security Division s 
and in 1949 became assistant 1 ! 
to Hoover and assumed j| 
responsibility for both sub-? 
versive and criminal in- , 
vestigations. 

His retirement was made by 
no means a time of relaxa- 
tion for Mr. Ladd. In 1956 he 
served as administrative di- 
rector for the Commission on 
Government Security and in 
1958 was appointed full-time 
executive director of the 
American Society for In- 
dustrial Security.

At the time of his retirement Mr. Ladd elected a reduced 
annuity with benefit for his widow, Mrs. Ladd. In connection with her 
entitlement to annuity, it is necessary that Standard f orm 2800 be executed 
and furnished to the Civil Service Commission (CSC). There are attached 
two copies of this form, one for CSC and one for Mrs. Ladd’s personal 
records if she so desires. 



You should call at the hospital where Mrs. Ladd is confined 
and determine whether her condition is such that the matter can be discussed 
with her and she can participate in providing the information necessary for 
execution of the form.

He said they are very selective in their recruiting of 
new members on the basis of character, loyalty, and integrity. 

He said it is not their purpose to insist that everybody think 
alike so long as they are loyal to basic principles of our 
democratic system. He said new members are recommended by the 
old proven ones and are checked on before being invited to join. 

Dr. FORT said the organization is designed to act not 
' as a group but through its individual members . Each member 
acts on his own but the activities are coordinated by district 
and state leaders. They have a monthly publication known as 
the “Florida Network. Bulletin, “ which is produced in Winter Park 
by mimeograph process. Its purpose is to alert the members 
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to dangerous situations as they arise and to guide them toward 
effective action. Among the actions it suggests are that 

1 members write letters to the editors of various publications, letters 
to congressmen, attend meetings, etc. The "Florida Network 
Bulletin" is confidential and members are told not to allow 
outsiders to read same. 

As example of the FN’s activity, Dr. FORT pointed out 
that several FN members had attended the meeting sponsored by 
the Southern Conference Educational Fund in Orlando, Fla., 

3/12/60, and the FN intends to pursue its infiltration of this 
group. 

Dr. FORT said there are approximately 200 members of 
the FN in Fla. The organization is in small groups or cells so 
that members do not know each other except where necessary . 

The only complete list of members is at the state headquarters 
in Winter Park. The headquarters and publication of the 
iNetwork’s Bulletin are the responsibility of J?HILLIP M^tTREED,

Dr. FORT said he has been the state leader in Fla.

In 
the meantime, people in other states have become interested in 
the FN and have begun to organize similar activity. Dr. FORT 
said some former Bureau personnel interested in the Network are: 

D. M. LADD, mentioned above, who he said has been kept apprised 
| of the FN’s progress throughout its existence; STANLEY TRACY, 
former Assistant Director of the FBI; and Mr. CLEON SK0USEN, 
former Special Agent and former Chief of Police at Salt Lake 
City, Utah. He said Mr. TRACY introduced him to JOHN FISHER 
and JACK ISON, both former FBI Agents, who now head the American 
Security Council (ASC) in Chicago. He said it is anticipated 
ASC through a satellite organization- will provide national 
leadership and coordination to the various state networks.

Concerning the Colt .38 caliber super automatic pistol. 

Serial Number 35209, described in your letter as once the property of 
D. Milton Ladd, that description indicates production about 1941. 

Our files contain no information regarding presentation of a pistol 
to Mr. Ladd by the FBI or any Mexican agency. If a private presentation 
was made to, or the pistol privately purchased by, Mr. Ladd, it would not 
necessarily be part of our records. 

Colt .30 caliber super automatics were issued by the FBI for 
use by Agents for a period after FBI Agents were first authorized to 
carry firearms routinely, June 18, 1934. Even after the .38 caliber 
revolver became the standard issue, some Agents were granted permission 
to carry an automatic. Whether Mr. Ladd actually carried the automatic 
pistol in his official capacity is not reflected in our records.

Mr. Ladd, in his capacity as an FBI official. Special Agent 
in Charge, Assistant Director, and Assistant to the Director, might be 
expected to be in contact, at some time, with officials of foreign 
governments, possibly including Mexico. None of his assignments was 
aimed specifically at contact with representatives of Mexico or another 
nation.

We have little anecdotal material concerning Mr. Ladd, other 
than his collecting Indian artifacts and reading western novels, as 
indicated in some of the enclosures.
